Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The blighting influences of the monetary situation are still 
very mueh apparent in the business world, and canned goods 
have not come off entirely unhurt during the past week. The 
amount of suffering caused in this industry is nothing to com- 
pare with other lines, and the present situation is not dimming 
in the least the outlook for the coming season, but it is unfortu- 
nate that it should be so at all. 

Due to this cause, however, the market has dragged its 
weary way along this week, with but very little life or activity; 
buyers have not changed in their desire to hold off on all pur- 
chases except what are absolutely necessary, and this is but a 
reflection of the same condition on the part of the retail grocers 
and others. All are buying just as little as they possibly can. 
But we are pleased to say the canners generally have awakened 
to this condition and realize that it is not a natural one, and 
that the supply of goods on hand, unsold in first hands, is so 
light that better prices should be ruling and demand should be 
very brisk. And they are content to wait, knowing full: well 
that that day must come. 

Because of this condition, the canners are going right ahead 
making preparations for the coming year’s pack, laying their 
plans and getting ready for one of the greatest years the indus- 
try has ever seen. Supply men of all kinds are getting them- 
selves into condition to take care of the increased demand for 
their goods, as they know must result, and outside of the actual 
market itself the feeling in the industry is better than we have 
known it in years, if ever before. All look forward to a wonder- 
ful year in store and all expect to be most busy in it. The 
future is as bright as the most pessimistic could wish to have it. 

The article of packing which is attracting the most attention 
just at this season is oysters, and the year promises to furnish a 
very good supply of fine oysters, as the Chesapeake Bay is 
already showing an improvement over the yield of past years. 
This is the first year in which the new law has had a chance to 
show its effects, and it is generally stated that these results will

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will be in later years, when the oysters have had more of a 
chance to get back to their old position of abundant supply. 
This market, like all others, is bare of stock and can stand a good 
size pack without any danger of breaking prices. There should 
ee a rapidly increasing demand for cove oysters through the 
Mississippi Valley and the States west of that, as the shipment 
of raw oysters to those sections now will not be as easy as in 
years past, when warm days and nights could be guarded 
against by a little preservative. If the oysters must be iced 
several times before they reach their destination, there will not 
only be a greatly increased cost to lay them down in the far 
Western points; but there is also the difficulty of getting this 
re-icing done properly and so prevent the oysters spoiling. 

Right here the cove oyster comes in, supplying the wants 
of the oyster lover with a toothsome dish at a figure well within 
his means, and with no chance of spoilage. It would seem to be 
the opportunity of the cove oyster packer, and they should 
make the most of it to introduce the goods in all sections. The 
market is there and can be readily worked up. . 

In the canned goods market there have been some changes, 
the most notable being in tomatoes, which have undergone 
another slight reduction, so that No. 3 standards are now quoted 
in this market at 82%4c. to 85c., a reduction of 2%4c. per dozen 
from last week. No. 3 seconds are quoted at 77%4c to 8oc.; 
No. 2 standards at 62%4c. to 65c., and seconds at 55c. to 57%4c. 
Gallons are quoted at $2.70 to $2.75. 

This weakening in the price is possibly mere an attempt on 
the part of interested parties to force sales, or to work up busi- 
ness, than the actual market condition, for packers are generally 
holding well for higher prices, or these prices again may be the 
offerings of some weak packers who wish to unload. Certain it 
is, the canners generally see the foolishness of offering their 
goods; what little they now hold, at declining figures, when it 
is certain far better prices will be realized later on. 

Peaches have also experienced a slight shading of values on 
the week in some lines, No. 2 standard yellow peaches being 
quoted now at $1.50 to $1.55, where they were $1.60 to $1.65, 
and white at the same figures and showing the same amount of 
loss. There would appear also no good reason for this, other than 
an anxiety to move the stock, another thing hard to explain. 


We call attention to the changes made in our apple and 
bean quotations, as the market prices quoted in their column 
has been wrong for some time. The difference in prices was so 
obvious, however, that it was hardly misleading; but this has 
been corrected, as our readers will notice. 

Aside from the changes herein mentioned, there have been 
no variations in the prices of canned goods this week. ; 

_ In the metal column there has been somewhat of a shakeup, 
the most notable of which during the past few weeks has been 
pig tin, which has fallen off in prices very considerably. Inter- 
ested parties explain this condition in various ways, but what is 
chiefly interesting the industry is that the prices of tin plates, 
which would seem naturally to decline on account of the drop in 
pig tin, are not changed at all. In fact, they are reported by 
the companies to be in very firm condition, with no indications 
of a change, at least in the near future. Itis well known that 
many of the tin plate mills have been shut down, resulting in 
practically only half the force working, and the production is 
thus cut down; and it is also known that the recent drop in the 
prices of pig tin caught the trust with a heavy supply on hand— 
and this will have to be worked up before any reduction in price 
can be considered, if it is then. 

Independent can makers in some instances have cut the 
prices on cans about 75c. per thousand, a thing that is not un- 
usual at this season of the year, when there is little or no demand 
for them. As December comes on and the beginning of the year 
draws nigh, the prices on cans will be watched with great inter- 
est, as will also the prices of tin plates and other canners’ metals. 
In the meantime, they may be found on their regular page. 

NEW YORK MARKET. 

New York, Nov. 20.—Some difficulty is still noted as a 
result of the recent financial disturbance, but it is reported that 
this is gradually wearing away and that those who have needed 
money are able to get it more readily. Nevertheless, there is 
more or less trouble yet and many holders are urging sales for 
the purpose of getting money who, under normal conditions, 
would be able to maintain their position indefinitely. The im- 
provement, slight as it may be, is encouraging and will probably 
be the means of influencing further beneficial changes along 
these lines. Trade is not quite as active as it was. This holds

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good from the packer down to the retailer. ‘The sale of canned 
goods has suffered to some extent, though possibly less than 
might have been expected, when all the conditions are taken 
into consideration. Perhaps dealers ought to consider that they 
are favored, rather than otherwise, when the effect upon other 
departments of business is remembered. 


Tomatoes.—The market is a shade easier on freer offerings 
from Southern packers. One offer was reported as low as 8oc. 
f. o. b. factory, for full standard Maryland 3s and 6oc. for 2s, 
with $2.70 on gallons. These offerings were made through 
reputable brokers and did not represent any wildcat trading or 
propositions. They show the effect of the difficulty of obtaining 
money for the transaction of necessary business. So far as 
known, little business has been done at even these low figures. 
Jobbers are sellers in numerous instances and some offers of spot 
goods are made at 82%4c. here for full standard 3s and $2.65 
delivered for gallons. Locally, jobbers are not taking hold, 
pending the easing off of the financial stringency. It is expected 
that a little later there will be an increase in consumptive sales, 
and this will have the effect of strengthening the situation and 
bringing about a better feeling. 

Corn.—The market has a weak tone, the same influences 
which have injured the tomato trade exerting a baleful effect 
upon the corn market. State standards are offered as low as 
77¥c. delivered on fair quality, though the general quotation is 
Soc. to 82%c. delivered. Some Western corn is offered in a 
small way at easy figures. Southern Maine style is barely 
steady under a light demand. Some urging has been noted, but 
the buying interest is so light that even reduced quotations fail 
to bring about any important transactions. 


Peas.—The market continues dull, with interest limited to 
only actual requirements of daily business. Not much trading 
is done outside of satisfying these needs. Buyers are holding 
off, waiting for the financial situation to clear and holders are 
not so pressed yet that they are forced to sell at any price. It 
is said that packers of peas are in better position to stand a 
stringency than almost any other variety of goods in the 
business. 

Beans.—The situation has changed little. Buying is down 
to the lowest possible ebb and trading is confined to the actual 
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requirements of purchasers from day to day. Unless there is a 
revival of interest, it is said that prices will go down. 
Pumpkin.—Only a light demand is reported. The market 
has been unusually good all the fall, but, the early holiday 
necessities having been supplied, buyers are going slow about 
further purchases. Prices show signs of weakness. 
Sardines.—The market is quiet, but some firmness is noted 
in domestic sorts because of light stocks and probable heavier 
demand in the future. Nothing is offered from packers and 
there is a little demand which must be satisfied. Imported stock ° 
is firm and demand is light. 


Salmon.—Red Alaska is steady at $1.25 here, with $1.20 
f. o. b. Coast quoted. There are buyers at $1.22% here; but 
under existing conditions it is doubtful if any important busi- 
ness could be done, even if sellers met the quotations. Con- 
sumptive demand is light and retail sales are limited. 

Lobster.—The market is firm and sales are restrict«d 
because of the impossibility of securing stock. 


Oysters.—The market is quiet. Sales are limited and 
buyers are indifferent. The offerings so far have been somewhat 
light, but have been sufficient to satisfy the demand. Supplies 
are said to be a little larger than last season, owing more to lack 
of sales than to any increase in output. 


Apples.—State gallons are a little firmer, with packers 
quoting $3.50 delivered. They are not offered freely, however. 
In most instances packers are taking care of old contracts and 
are not seeking new business. 

Pineapples.—Singapore offerings are firmly held, but there 
is no special demand reported. 

Peaches.—The market is quiet, but owing to the scarcity 
of stock the price remains high and stiff. 

Pears.—There is little change. Trading is light and the 
market, as a whole, is quiet. Business is done in small lots 
only. 

Small Fruits.—Offerings of all varieties are small and 
stocks are closely held by jobbers. Few holders are willing to 
sell in any considerable quantities. Quotations, in the absence 
of important business, are little more than nominal.

Tomatoes.—The market has been rather dull this week, though we 
believe there has been some improvement in buying as compared with last 
week, ‘There is enough inquiry for tomatoes to justify the belief that as 
soon as the conditions in the money market become more settled there will 
be a decided improvement in the demand for tomatoes. The market cer- 
tainly has some very encouraging features. In spite of the heavy packing, 
stocks held by packers in this section are, we believe, comparatively light. 
Many packers are sold out. Stocks in Baltimore are unusually well 
cleaned up. Some shrewd buyers are beginning to show a disposition to 
take advantage of the present ‘‘slump*"’ to buy goods at §c. to 7%c. per 
dozen less than was possible a month ago. 

Oysters.— We want to call your attention to our error in our last week’s 
price list quoting 4-ounce oysters at Soc.

Dear Sirs.—The unfavorable monetary conditions prevailing through- 
out the country have had less effect upon the prices of canned goods than 
on any other lines of merchandise, or commodities in general, which is 
evidenced by a comparison of the market prices of today with the quota- 
tions on the same articles on, say, September Ist, when the prices of the 
leading staples were at the top figures of the season. Those ‘‘ prophets of

evil’’ who so unhesitatingly predicted in the highways and byways that 
the market for tomatoes, for instance, would break wide open are now busy 
trying to explain why that article has not declined more than eight or ten 
per cent. and are hard put to tell why corn, peas, sweet potatoes and beans 
of all kinds, not to mention any articles in the line of fruits, have substan- 
tially held their own throughout the trying times of the past six or eight 
weeks. The canned goods market is not going to the demnition bow-wows, 
at least not this season. There has been a reasonable setback in the prices 
of some few, but not of all the articles in the list, which was overdue any- 
way, after such a long spell of advancing quotations for nearly every article 
in the list since last spring, without a single reaction at any time. Much 
larger declines in values have occurred with less cause many a time within 
easy recollection. There are ready buyers of tomatoes looking for hargains 
and the sales during this week encourage the holders of them. Corn is 
dull because the small stocks left in the hands of the canners do not bother 
them to carry, while the buyers seem to think they are entitled to some 
concession in price in exchange for the ready cash these days. Apples are 
easier and show a decline in the last two weeks. There are no other 
changes worth noting, however, either in fruits or vegetables. The cove 


oyster packing season is on, but the output, so far, is smaller than was 
anticipated.

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trifled with and can he bank on a contract which is only a contract if the 
market does not advance? Why futures at all, except for protection 
against advance? Can the buyer afford to take Mr. Anybody’s contract 
just because he names a lower price? Can the advocates of 100% delivery 
always meet Mr. Anybody’s price and contract when they expect to deliver 


in full? Why should it be concluded that they are only pocketing a 
larger profit because they do not meet everybody’s price? 


So much for futures, but what about spots for prompt shipment? 
Sometimes activity prevails even after packing season is over. An advance 
of 5c. per dozen sometimes comes in a few days; the second quality is some- 


times shipped, the quality ‘‘ like samples’’ reserved and the cheap seller 
again proves the most expensive. 


Does it not pay to place your orders with those who have been tried 
and have not been among the missing when advanced figures become evi- 
dent and swells have to be redeemed? ‘‘It is an ill wind that blows 
nobody any good.’’ As the market weakened on acconnt of money panic, 
Sic. tomatoes that were reported as not having been packed November 1 
are now being discovered. Eighty-one-cent contracts are now creeping 
out from the locker and some new deliveries may now be made that were 
impossible two weeks ago, and thus the see-saw goes on—some go up— 
some go down. The buyer who was left now gets his Sic. deliveries; the 
packer who refused to deliver finds he has sufficient goods to make ship- 
ment. Furthermore, the seller who sold at Sgc. and not Sic. is getting 
some cancellations and now and then a rejection, for integrity and upright- 
ness have not reported as cornered on either side of the tomato world. 
But does this kind of business pay in the end? Have the houses now 
hoary headed with age been accustomed to such practices? And what 
marks the spot but danger buoys as the only evidence to show that houses 
which have adopted the opposite course have ever existed. They struck 
the rock and were shipwrecked, wbich should be properly labeled, 
‘* Beware j’’ Do it straight and fear not the result. Be crooked and the 


finger of doubt will soon point where it belongs, with as little variance as 
the compass needle which refuses to deviate from the North. 
Tomatoes.—Since the purchasing power of the single, standard, gold 
dollar has increased a bit and the scarcity of the same much-esteemed 
dollar is the stern reality, we again mark down tomatoes and corn another 
notch. Action of this kind is brought about by dire necessity, even 
though it is as a two-edged sword, for it cuts both ways. The packer having 
stocks remaining unsold is not the only one who suffers, for the jobber, 
well stocked at prices above present naming, also feels the keen edge as 
well. However, at times when there do not seem to be sufficient dollars to 
supply the necessity of day-to-day business, lower prices alone can be ac- 
cepted as the panacea for the ills to which the human flesh of the business 
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is heir. Generous application of this remedy will, sooner or later, bring 
about healthful results, and not being responsible for these conditions or 
the promoters of ills which surround the market at present, we can only 
observe and report conditions as they exist without fear or favor, even to 
those most deeply concerned. It is worthy of note that the remedies 
referred to have not been requisite, that is, in as large quantities as has 
been evidenced in the stock, grain, tobacco or cotton market, and while the 
stock market may more speedily recover, from the fact that such issues are 
a more elastic commodity, the other commodities of necessity can naturally 
fall back upon the inexorable law of supply and demand, and as stocks are 
showing an evidenee of improvement, it is only a question of time before 
the necessities of life must follow in their footsteps. 

As a result, those who are so fortunately situated as to have ready cash 


on demand, are the ones in position to secure the bargains and place them- 
selves in position to harvest a general advance later on. Purchases of this 
kind have been made in the past few days, and while cautionary orders, 
as far as volume is concerned, are notable, yet the aggregate of business is 
considerable and worthy of note, especially since the dull market experi- 
ences of the last week or two have not yet been forgotten. While dis- 
credited reports are numerous wherein large sales have been made much 
below the prices actually obtained the last day or two especially, it can be 
safely said, that quite a good deal of business has been done in 3s tomatoes, 
standards, on the basis of Soc., 52%c. and Ssc., f. 0. b. factory, prices 
ranging more or less in proportion to equality. Extra standards continue 
to be extremely scarce and difficult to find, There still seems to be a 
dearth of this quality. Fancy tomatoes are also about all cleaned up and 
difficult to locate, although a few lots of so-called faucies ‘n sanitary tins, 
a shade off in color, are still obtainable, but not in large quantities; a car- 
load now and then seems to be the limit of any packer offering. Twos 
tomatoes have ranged from 62%c. to 65c., with stocks light and orders gen- 
erally averaging for carloads and less. Holders of 2s tomatoes are few and 
large buying, when it does come, will evidence the scarcity of stocks, as 
far as this size is concerned. Gallons are being offered on the basis of 
$2.55 f. o. b. factory, packers within our bailiwick refuring business at 
lower figures. 

Corn.—Corn can be reported quiet, but rather inactive. Now and then 
a carload order appears, but from the fact that the jobbers have generally 
instructed their buyers to purchase only stocks required for immediate 
delivery and to await stocking up on goods not momentarily in demand, 
has held corn in the position as stated. Insufficient supply of money has 
not brought to the surface any more stocks of shoepeg than were in evi- 
dence several weeks ago, and, as we have previously stated, the quantity 
on hand of this special variety does not appear to be sufficient to meet 
requirements until the coming packing season. 

Maine style, which possibly is more largely held, can be reported as 
fairly firm, with holders not in a mood to push offerings, although at a 
shading a fair volume of business could be done, providing immediate 
shipping instructions accompany the order.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The country has again been thrilled by the noble dash of 
Uncle Sam into the arena, armed with his money bags, and 
again the cry has gone up that the country has been saved. 
This is not an absolutely true-to-the-fact picture, for actually 
. only the curriers have been sent forward to announce that that 
champion would shortly appear with his mighty money bags; 
but it is the necessity at all for such action, rather than the 
action itself, that calls forth our comment. 


On all sides one hears nothing but comments upon the 
financial situation, and in the past few days, of course, the noble 
rescue effected by means of the United States Treasury—again. 
- We may be particularly dumb and our skull so thick that the 
simplest truth cannot be forced through it, but whether this is 
so or not, we must confess we do not understand the whole 
thing—that there is a phase of i we cannot accept without 
comment. 


Although business is of the best and collections quite fair, 
although mercantile houses have piled up in their respective 
banks good balances to their credit—actual money is the scarcest 
thing in the country today, so scarce as to cause all this com- 
ment from one end of the country to another. Though the 
merchant has a fine balance to his credit on the books of the 
bank, he cannot get his check cashed for any fair-sized amount. 
Some houses are refusing any kind of a check, no matter how 
good the drawer of it may be, and Uncle Sam himself refuses to 
accept certified checks for his duties, taxes, etc. 


Such is the condition on the one hand and is the cause of 
all the trouble, and yet—note the paradox—there never was so 
much actual cash money—so large a per capita—as there is in 


existence today. Uncle Sam’s mints are busy night and day 
turning gold and silver into coin of the realm and putting it 
into circulation through the banks. Europe is busy shipping 
loads of gold over to this country—the actual coined money— 
and all of which is supposed to be passing into circulation. 
And yet cash is more scarce than it ever was before—say the 
banks. 


Six months or a year ago business was on about a par with 
today; industrial life was full of energy and things were boom- 
ing, and no one heard any complaint of a stringency of cash; 
and yet it must be a fact that there was not as much cash in 
existence, by many millions, as thcre is today, when we hear 
such general complaint, and business experiences such a setback 
because of the complaint. Again, we say, there is something 
in the whole deal that does not look right to us. ‘‘ There is 
something rotten in Denmark.’’ And it has nothing what- 
ever to do with business; for, with this evil influence away busi- 
ness could not do better and the prospects were never brighter. 


We are not unaware of the claim that the saving class of 
people have withdrawn their holdings and are now keeping the 
money in old stockings and other out-of-the-way places, instead 
of in the banks. Personally, we refuse to swallow that excuse. 
With the exception of two sections of the country, there have 
been no runs on the banks and few or none on savings banks— 
and the people do not hoard their little savings in the national 
banks. In the sections where runs on banks were reported and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars withdrawn, the daily papers 
also reported shortly afterwards that these withdrawals had 
been redeposited. But, granted that these savings had been 
withdrawn by the nervous ones of the lot, would the total with- 
drawals so far exceed the immense amounts of gold brought 
into the country and all the extra money put upon the market 
by the United States Treasury as to cause a stringency in cash 
as we now hear of? We don’t believe il. 


But we have heard of Wall Street ._paying enormous prices 
for cash—6%, 8%, 10% and up to 100% for ready cash, and 
it was commonly said in New York City that 8% could be gotten 
for the cash. Now, the banking business is not run differently 
from any other business, and its members want just as much 
profit on their trades as they can get, and the fact that the 
enormous amount of extra money—gold and treasury money— 
not to mention the regular average amount of cash that went 
into the bankers’ hands—but could not be found by the mer- 
cantile houses of the country; could not be touched by the busi- 
ness houses of the country—would make it look as if this cash 
were being used by the banks to supply the needs of those who 
were willing and did pay for its use; in other words, went to 
the highest bidders for cash. The merchant expected to get 
cash for the checks and other mercantile paper that he deposited 
in his bank, and if he borrowed money (he really only borrows 
credit), he did not expect to pay over the regulation 6% at the 
most and usually not more than 5%. ‘The result is apparent— 
the merchant did not get the cash and cannot get it—hence the 
cry of a great scarcity of cash. But is this right? 


The Government has been making investigations into all 
manner of public transactions; but here, with the most vital of 
them all, it allows a cornering of the cash of the country. If 
this cash were bought and owned by the holders, as could be 
done with a commodity, there might be no room for complaint; 
but this cash is the property of others, deposited by others for 
their own personal usage. They cannot use their own when 


they want to, and the result is the unsettling of all business, a 
depression of values and the actual Joss of millions of dollars to 
the men who actually own the money and cannot use it. It 
would seem this would more properly bear an official investiga- 
tion than anything else on the calendar, and a stop should be 
put toit. Instead of the Government pouring more and more 
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money into this pool, it should release what is held and put it 
at the disposal of those who have a right to it. We know of 
firms that have literally had to sweat blood to get enough cash 
to conduct their business, because they had to have cash; when 
they were actually rich in their bank accounts, their credits were 
of the best and business all they could desire it. Is this right, 
and can such a condition be ascribed to natural causes? We 
don’t think so, and while we do not pretend to be past masters 
in finance, we do not think it is right that business should be 
so badly crippled as it is today, when there is no actual reason 
for it, unless it be as we stated—the effect of a pooling of 
the cash. 

And if this be the case, then it were high time the Govern- 
ment stepped in and took a hand and dissolved the pool, and so 
remove the blight now put upon all mercantile pursuits. 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


CHICAGO, November 21, 1907. 

Situation Greatly Improved.—A!though there is but little buy- 
ing in a jobbing way just at present, except for actual and immediate 
needs, it should be remembered that this is the heavy period of deliveries 
of future contracts and that shipments of all kinds of canned goods are 
rolling in from every direction and neither wholesaler or retailer need 
goods. In fact, buying should not be expected to prevail of any conse- 
quence at this time of the year, nor will there be any very important buying 
until after January Ist next. There will be, I have no doubt, a general dis- 
position on the part of dealers to stand pat and get their stocks in good 
shape. 

Prices Generally Firm.—It would be supposed that the condi- 
tions would produce some heavy concessions in prices of canned goods, but 
such is not the case. I heard of asaleof three cars gallon apples by a 
weak holder of Michigan packed goods at $3.00 per dozen, and poor quality 
of Virginia or Maryland 3s tomatoes seconds quality, under standard 
labels, are being pushed here at 87'%c. per dozen, with no takers. There 


are some lots that have been shipped here on contracts for standards and 
rejected. 

Good Deliveries.—!I saw some threes tomatoes, jobbers’ labels, 
packed by E. O. Bayles, Kenton, Del., this week which were of superb 
quality. 

A lot of 1,000 cases of 24s tomatoes, packed by the Exterprise Canning 
Co., Royal Oaks, Md., were of superb quality. 

A delivery of threes standard tomatoes, packed by the Tuhey Canning 
Company, Muncie, Ind., were rejected by buyer as not of standard quality. 
The cans were fairly well filled, but the color was so poor that buyers were 
dissatisfied. The Tuhey Canning Company has always had the reputation 


of packing a fine quality of tomatoes, but the weather conditions with them 
this year were disastrous. 


A block of 2,000 cases of No. 2 tomatoes, under jobbers’ label, packed 
by Wm. Numsen & Sons, Baltimore, arrived this week, and a wholesale 
grocer In looking at the samples, remarked that they were the finest toma- 
toes he ever saw in a No. 2 can, and he is a competent judge. 

The Traverse City Canning Co. (Michigan) has again delivered to 
Chicago some of the finest canned apples in No. 10 cans ever seen in this 


market. The lot I inspected had just arrived. The fill, handling and 
color were perfect. 


A specialty in No. 2s sweet pickled peeled peaches, packed by the 
Freemont Canning Compsny, Freemont, Michigan, were in sample on a 
jobber’s table today and were fragrantly delicious. I also saw a sample of 
apple sauce, packed by the same concern, which were very fine indeed. 

Samples of No 4 sweet peas, packed by the Pioneer Preserving & 
Pickling Company, at St. Nazianz, Wis , were seen by me this week and 


were excellent. I also saw their sifted and extra sifted grades of Alaska 
peas and found them to be of nice quality aud style. 


A sample of fancy tomatoes, packed by Shrigley, at Alma, IIl., were 
seen on a jobber’s cutting table and they were of fancy quality as to color 
and style. 

Canned Corn.—There is noted some pressure to sell on the part of 
weak or wavering holders among Western packers. Only one or two lots, 
or possibly three, were offered; one from Iowa at 67%4c. cannery, another 
from Indiana at 65c. cannery, and another from Ohio at 6oc. cannery, this 
last lot not been represented to be of full standard quality. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The deliveries of Eastern packed tomatoes 
are continuing to run of excellent quality and style, while Western packed 
goods show great irregularity, and buyers among the retailers are begin- 
ning to take Eastern goods in preference at equal prices, which is a renewal 
of usual conditions.

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Canned Pumpkin.—With somewhat more liberal shipments and 
deliveries of new pack, prices are lower in spite of the excellent demand 
for Thanksgiving and Holiday trade. Offerings of standard No. 3 at 8cc. 
Chicago are made, and sales at that price have been somewhat difficult. 

The Banks and Banking. —Our banks appear to be piling up a 
heavy currency reserve against the time when all banking restrictions are 
withdrawn and normal conditions resumed. Retail grocers continue to 
pay promptly, more so than usual, so we are informed, and collections are 
all that can be desired. 

Navigation to Close.—! understand that all goods coming at 
Eastern Lake ports on or before November 25th, 1907, will be received by 
the lake boat lines for Chicago, though insurance will be issued on and up 
to December 5th, 1907. This week, therefore, practically is the close of 
Lake and Rail shipments, and all rail advanced rates will prevail after 
this time. 

California Peaches Short.—It has been ascertained that the 
canned peach output on the Pacific Coast is much shorter than was hoped 
by the packers or expected by the buyers. Washington and Oregon pack- 
ers who were expected to deliver some yellow free peaches on prorata con- 
tracts, have fallen down badly, and buyers hardly know which way to turn 
to get supplies of the cheaper grades of peaches. We heard a buyer ‘‘cussin’”’ 
his hard luck today becanse of 3,000 cases of peaches ordered of a Washing- 
ton packer, he was getting a delivery of only six hundred and fifty cases. 

News Scarce.—Among the brokers and heavy canned goods 
operators news is quite scarce, and the usual response is ‘‘nothing doing.”

jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


Philadelphia. 


The tomato market is undeniably weak. Last week it was reported 
that sales were rumored at 82%c.; this week it must be said that sales act- 
ually have been made at 8o0c., and this for full standards. It cannot be 
said that the market has dropped to 8oc., for that price comes simply from 
certain holders who are pressed for money. There are enough of these, 


however, to make the price worth quoting. Some holders, however, are 
holding for 85c. and a few even for goc. And it is by no means uncertain 
that the market will not only reach goc., but pass it. Stocks are low in 
jobbers’ hands, and if money loosens up again and buying starts, very 
probably the weakness will disappear. There is no active demand at pres- 
ent. Corn is in some little demand, but without change in any grade. 
Apples still rule at $3.25 for New York State gallons, having been kept 


there by the financial stringency. The demand is slow. Peaches are un- 


changed and dull. The Baltimore line shows no change, but all lines are 
very dull. Nochange can be reported in the general California line.— 
Grocery World. 


Chieago. 


Naturally new business has been not over the seasonal average. This 
is usually the way at this time of the year. In canned peas there is a firm 
feeling, as stocks are small in packers’ hands, a most extraordinary condi- 
tion for fall. Prices will be higher in the spring, and probably on string 
beans also, as the stocks are light and must last over a long period. Corn 


- is steady and unchanged since last week. Tomatoes are about as last 


week. It is believed there will.be a demand large enough to absorb the 
pack before canning starts up next summer. Fruits are firm, particularly 
the California products, supplies of which are smaller than usual for the 
middle of November. An extremely firm market rules for all kinds of 
canned fish. Salmon is scarce on the Coast and prices tending upward. 
A very big shortage in the domestic sardine pack and a small stock of 
foreign goods makes the market on this popular article exceptionally firm. 
Cove oysters, canned shrimp and lobster are in small supply and very 
strong.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Tomatoes are again off in price in this market this week. Selling a 
short time ago considerably above what the retailers had contracted to pay 
for futures, they are now down very close to what was the contract price of 
those who provided for future needs. The ruling price for really good 
standards is not far from $1.05 for spot orders, though it is said that some 
jobbers who bought liberally are letting go of some of their receipts for 
cash at a shade under a dollar. Such cases, however, are not the rule, and 
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the price cannot be counted on as being the real market.—The Interstate 
Grocer. 
Montreal, Can. 


All orders in canned goods are being filled as rapidly as possible. 
There is a shortage in tomatoes, corn, strawberries, raspberries and peaches. 
There is practically no rhubarb, as the crop was almost a total failure. 
There is still uncertainty about a good many lines of canned goods, as the 
reports from the canners are not allin. In corn and tomatoes, the present 
high prices are likely to be maintained and may even advance, and a very 
brisk demand is anticipated, as the pack this year is about 100 000 cases 
short of that of last year. The quality of this year’s goods compares very 
satisfactorily with that of last year. 


Toronto, Can. . 


Deliveries seem to be rather more satisfactory than for the last few 
weeks. The delay has no doubt been attributed to the late season and the 
fact that the packed goods must be kept at the factory for some time to 
detect spoilage. The earlier varieties of goods can now be passed with 
assurance and it is probable that the situation will be relieved shortly.— 
Canadian Grocer. . 


London, England. 


Salmon.—There is no change to note in this market, and the tone 
remains very firm. The Lake Manitoba has arrived at Liverpool with 618 
cases. Lobsters are without any feature of interest. Sardines.—This 
market remains in the same position as it has done for some weeks past, 
and supplies continue to arrive in very small quantities, the few parcels 
arriving selling at advanced rates. So far as the Norwegian smoked 
variety is concerned, the fishing has ceased and prices have advanced. 
Amongst recent arrivals are the Ibis, with 544 cases; the Lusitania, with 
1,774 eases; the Douro, with 1,081 cases to Liverpool, and the Thames to 
Southampton with 600 cases. Fruits continue a strong market. Pine- 
apples are selling readily and prices have advanced. 


Liverpool, England. 


Salmon.—Demand for all kinds continues very brisk, and, taking into 
account the season of the year, the consumption is considerably above 
normal. Alaska is inclined to advance still further, and one or two deala 
for large quantities have been reported at the full limits recently made. 
Sardines a little more active, and one or two parcels on offer were quickly 
snapped up, especially the lots in quarter-tins. Fruits steady. Pine- 


apples.—The position, both spot and forward, appears to have been more 
active this week, particularly the latter. Business is reported done at from 
6d. to 9d. per case on the previous week’s quotations, which appears to 
have ended in preservers refusing to offer. Only very limited quantities at 
a further advance, and consequently there are more buyers than sellers, 
Spot prices are advancing. The situation at present is a very strong one, 
and higher prices are anticipated. The Priam has arrived with 951 cases 
on board.—Grocers’ Gazette. 


The Inspection of Fertilizers. 
Bulletin of the Maine Agricultural Experiment Station. 


The Maine Agricultural Experiment Station is now sending out the 
second of the bulletins on the Inspection of Fertilizers for 1907. The bul- 
letin issued in March contained the analyses of the samples received from 
the manufacturers. The present bulletin contains the analyses of the 
samples collected in the open market by the inspector during the spring of 
1907. It also gives the average composition of the fertilizers as sold in the 
State for the years 1905, 1906 and 1907. 

This bulletin (146) will be sent free to all residents of Maine who 
apply to the Agricultural Experiment Station, Orono, Me. In writing, 
please mention THE TRADE. 


Cranberries Under Control. 


Cranberries are under control this season of one of the strongest or- 
ganizations in this country and some are predicting further advances in 
prices. The controlling growers organizations would not, however, be so 
shortsighted as to put prices up so high as to cause a slump in con- 
sumptive demand.—Gvocers’ Criterion. 


This Year’s Apple Crop. 


Prospects for the apple crop are much better than they were some 
months ago, and in the various States named below it is thought the crop 
will be about 75% of an average, with something more than 100,000

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The crop is large in New York, the New England States, Washington,. 
Oregon, California, Idaho and Canada. In fact, in New England, New 
York, Washington and Canada the yield promises to surpass the average 
for the past ten years. The prospect, however, in the Ohio and Mississippi 
Valleys is not so encouraging and the yield does not promise to exceed 
home consumption. In the great orchards of Kansas, Missouri and Okla- 
homa the crop is reported almost a failure and the home demand will fur- 
nish an outlet for the entire yield. , 

Last year the farmers allowed thousands of bushels to rot on the 
ground on account of low prices and because conditions were not closely 
watched, but if properly cared for, the apple crop this season, though 
smaller, will bring more money than that of last year.—New England 
Grocer. 


Artificial Food For Oysters. 


In its plans for the development of oyster culture the Maryland Shell- 
fish Commission thinks it highly important that the two distinct branches 
of the industry shall receive special treatment and that seed growing and 
oyster planting shall be recognized as requiring separate conditions which 
should be studied by those engaging in the business. At the same time 
the Commission is making experiments as to the location of seed grounds; 
it is also planning methods by which the planting business can be given 
proper guidance. 

The growth of oysters after they have been bed-tied has a direct con- 
nection with the quantity of nourishment contained in the waters. The 
oyster has to have its food brought to it. All it can do is open its mouth 
and take itin. It has been found that different localities vary much as to 
the food value of the waters, and the Commission is accumulating data 
which will enable it to inform prospective lessees of the cultural value of 
any given locality. If oysters are planted more thickly than the food 
supply justifies, the results are disappointing, as plump end snapely 
oysters are not produced. If the number bedded in a given area is re- 
duced, the same locality may produce fine, fat oysters. This has been 
found to be the case even in such tamous planting grounds as Lynnhaven 
Bay, in Virginia, and Great South Bay, Long Island. Most oyster farms 
have a limit of productivity, and that limit may be ascertained by scientific 
tests. 

For some time past the United States Fish Commission has been con- 


ducting experiments in Lynnhaven Bay in artificial fattening of oysters. 
Although the natural-food contents of the waters there are such as to pro- 
duce oysters of fine quality, yet to secure the best results it has been found 
that the oysters must be planted thinly, the average being 100 to 150 bush- 
elsan acre. If this quantity is exceeded, the quality declines, showing 
that the average demand for food has become greater than the waters 
supply. Dr. H. F. Moore, assistant of the Bureau of Fisheries, has been 
experimenting in bedding oysters in an enclosed space, called a claire, 
whose waters are enriched with matter calculated to produce a rich growth 
of the diatoms on which the oyster feeds. In his last annual report, the 
United States Commissioner of Fisheries says these experiments are ex- 
pected to yield results of commercial value. 

The Maryland Shellfish Commission will be kept informed of the 
results of these experiments through Dr. Moore, who takes a keen interest 
in the Maryland work. It is, however, believed that Maryland waters 
abound with localities for planting where the natural-food contents of the 
waters are ample. During the progress of the survey samples have been 
taken of the water above all natura] beds and the food contents ascertained. 
The data thus obtained will form a valuable guide, but the Commission 
thinks an authoritative standard of food value can be obtained by a system 
that has recently been decided on. It is proposed to make monthly ob- 
servations of the food value of the waters in certain selected localities 
where the quality of the oysters produced is well known. 

Localities now in mind are Great Rock, in Tangier Sound; Eastern 
Bay, in Talbot county; Love Point, in Kent Island; the Patuxent River, in 
Calvert county; Holland Point and Hackett Point, in Anne Arundel 
county. The observations made will give not merely the food contents of 
the waters immediately over the bottom, but also the proportionate quan- 
tity of the different species of the diatoms, which are vegetable organisms, 
varying much in shape. Thus standards will be obtained by which the 
food value of any particular locality can be tested. If a bottom under con- 
sideration is found to have a food value of the same character as at 
Hackett’s Point, for instance, it is reasonable to infer that there is suffici- 
ent food to grow oysters at the rate of 300 bushels an acre. 

The present intention is to make the forthcoming report of the Com- 
mission a treasury of information on all such points, the text being accom- 
panied with explanatory pictures and diagrams.— The Fishing Gazette.
